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and Tweedie, which show that parts of DDC are, in stylometric terms, un- 
Miltonic and that “much of the manuscript probably constitutes a Milton- 
ic appropriation and transformation” (MQ, October 1997, 110). Further 
cautious application of this method might prove worthwhile (if we recall 
that, in 1965, the stylometric method that A. Q. Morton invented to chal- 
lenge Paul’s authorship of several Epistles was used to reveal multipie 
authorship in Morton’s own work). At the same time, though Milton seems 
to have “appropriated and transformed” the manuscript, the degree to 
which DDC is his remains in doubt. In teaching and writing about Paradise 
Lost and Paradise Regained, perhaps we shall have to revert to the old, 
lately rather despised, method of having the poems speak for themselves. 
Failing that, if we must regard the epics as theology in blank verse, we 
shall have to conclude with Hunter that we are dealing with (perhaps Low 
Church) Anglican poems.
